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DEGREE REQUIREMENTS 


Department of Political Science 


The Department of Political Science offers four programmes of study: an Honours, 
a Specialization, a Major, and a Minor. 


The programme of courses leading to an Honours BA in Political Science consists 
of 63 credits in the Department or 57 credits in the Department and 6 credits 

in a cognate discipline with the permission of the Department. In addition 
elective credits in other departments must be taken to complete the degree 
requirements. In Year II and Year III students are required to take 18 credits 
in the Seminars listed at the 500 level. (Students intending to pursue graduate 
studies in Political Science are strongly advised to include Pol Sc 540Z.) An 
Honours student will be required to maintain a 65% average in all his/her courses 
and a minimum of 70% in each Political Science course. (Honours standing will be 
reviewed at the end of each academic year.) In order to maintain honours status 
no acceleration of courses will be permitted. In the second year of the Honours 
programme each student will choose a faculty advisor who will advise the student 
on course selection and his/her honours undergraduate thesis topic. 


The programme of courses leading to a Specialization BA in Political Science 
consists of 60 credits in the Department or 54 credits in the Department and 

6 credits in a cognate discipline with the permission of the Department. In 
addition 30 elective credits in other departments must be taken to complete the 
degree requirements. This programme is designed for students who wish to acquire 

a broad knowledge of the discipline without the quality requirements of the Honours 
programme. 


The programme of courses leading to a BA with a Major in Political Science consists 
of 42 credits in the Department. In addition 48 credits must be taken to complete 
the degree requirements. 


‘The programme of courses leading to a Minor in Political Science consists of 24 

credits in the Department. The Minor is designed to provide an opportunity for students 
to make a combination with a Specialization, a Major or Honours in another discipline. 

A student's Minor will be arranged in consultation with the Department of Political 
Science so that it relates to courses in the major area of study. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 3002 
An Introduction to Political Science 
Prof, R. C. Coyte 


A required course for all Political Science majors and honours who 
have not completed an equivalent course at the CEGEP level. The course 
is also open to students from other disciplines as an elective. 


Prerequisite 


None required 


Objectives 


To provide a survey of contemporary government and politics; the scope 

and content of Political Science; a working knowledge of its vocabulary; 
and, an understanding of its research methods. Illustrations are used from 
contemporary issues in order to show the diversity of approaches taken by 
Political Scientists and the significant results they seek to achieve. 


Content: 

The course has six parts: 

(1) Definitions of Political Science, describes its development and present- 
day divisions; shows the research methods used; and, deals with 
governmental goals and influences on public policy making. 

(2) Political Power. Nature, purposes and adoptability of constitutions, 

a description of the totalitarian-democratic spectrum of political systems, 


and a survey of contemporary political ideologies. 
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Political socialization, the role of the media in modern societies, the 
impact of interest groups, the organization and function of political 
parties, voting behaviour, and the theory and-practice of representative 
government, 


(4) The institutions of government legislative, executive and judicial processes 
and a comparison of federal, and unitary systems. 


(5) Minority rights, political violence and the problems of the cities. 
(6) International relations and organizations. 

Teaching Methodology 

There will be two lectures a week and one period a week for discussions. 
Evaluation 


Students will be required to submit two papers on selected topics, and there 
will be a mid-term test and final examination. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 3102 
International Politics 
Dr. K. S. Oh 


This course is designed to offer an introduction to the theory and practical 
application of international politics for major and honours students in 

political science. The course will be devoted to a study of the theoretical 
approaches; nation-state system; national power and capability; techniques for 

the management of power; diplomacy and foreign policy; propaganda and psychological 
warfare: role of International Law and world organization; and world politics. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 320Z 
Canadian Government and Politics 
Dr. E. M. Price 


An.elective course for honours and majors students in Political Science and 
students in other disciplines who have fulfilled the prerequisite or have the 
permission of the instructor. 


Prerequisite: 
Political Science 300Z 


Ob jective: 


The course aims to: provide a global overview of the constitutional evo- 
lution of the Canadian political system and analyze the role and function 
of the executive, legislative, judicial and administrative branches in 

the Canadian political process; sensitize the student to the complexities 
of the Canadian federal system and its social, economic and political en- 
vironment; give the student a basic understanding of the policy process 

in Canada, and encourage him to reflect on the effectiveness of Canadian 
federalism in confronting the problems deriving from. the multi-community 
character of Canadian society. 


The object of the course therefore is: 

= to encourage the student to see the constitutional evolution of the 
Canadian political system in terms of its interaction with the changing of 
social, economic and political forces in the environment, 

- to give the student an appreciation of such specific problem areas as: 
federal-provincial financial relations, amendment of the Canadian con- 
stitution, protection of civil liberties; parliamentary surveillance of 
the executive; control over bureaucratic decision-making. 

- to give the student an understanding of the Canadian policy process and 
the role and functions of political parties, interest groups, elites, 
and public opinion in the Canadian political process. 


Teaching Methodology: 


Two lectures a week and one period a week for group discussion. 
Evaluation: 


Project assignment for discussion group, mid-term examination, term paper 
and final examination, 
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POLITICAL SCIENCE 321A 
American Government and Politics 
Prof, R. C, Coyte 


An elective course in Political Science open to majors and honours 
and students in other disciplines with permission of instructor. 


Objectives: 


The course is designed to explain all facets of the American political 

systems. An attempt is made to view American Government as part of a '‘system' 

in which "in puts" flow from a variety of courses - such as the electorate, 
political parties, and interest groups - to the decision-making structures: 
Congress, the Presidency, the bureaucracy, and the judiciary. These branches 

of government respond to the various inputs by producing public policy "outputs", 
The approach stresses the relationships among these parts. 


Teaching Methodology: 
A mixture of lectures and discussions on various areas, 
Evaluation: 


Students will be required to submit one paper on a selected topic and 
to write a final examination. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 3402 
The Government and Politics of the Soviet Union 
Dr. L. Laszlo 


The lectures will begin with a brief survey of the economic, social, political, 

and intellectual developments of pre-revolutionary Russia: the focus of attention 
will be on the revolutionary movements of the 19th and early 20th centuries. This 
will be followed by an examination of the basic teachings of Marx and Engels and 
their impact on the Russian revolutionary intelligentsia, Next, the career. of Lenin 
will be described and the characteristics of his Bolshevik party examined. A few 
lectures will be devoted to the study of the revolutions of 1905 and 1917 and the 
emergence of the soviets. This will be followed by discussion of Lenin's role in 
the seizure of power and the type of dictatorship he introduced. 


The main body of the course will deal with the government and politics of the Soviet 
Union, with due regard to changes during its half-century evolution. Besides the 
institutional framework of the Soviet government, attention will be given to structural 
changes in Soviet society, the role of the Party, the respective status of the 
workers, peasants, and intellectuals, including the managerial elite. Problems of 
Soviet industry and agriculture will be discussed, with attention to recent attempts 

at economic reform. Consideration will also be given to the U.S.S.R. as a world 

power: its place within the Communist Bloc; its relation with the West; its impact 

on the uncommited" Third World. Lastly, the intellectual and artistic life of the 
Soviet Union will be reviewed, both the officially approved, and the "underground". 


Requirements and grade distribution. 


An essay, approx. 4,000 words. - Mid-term test - 25%, Essay - 35% and final 
examination - 40%,

British Government and Politics 
Prof. R. C, Coyte 


An elective course in Political Science open to majors and honours 
students from other disciplines with permission of the instructor. 


Objectives: 


To give an understanding of the nature of British government and 
politics in the context of the changes that are taking place in the social, 
economic and political areas of society. 


Teaching Methodology:

International Organization

A survey and analysis of attempts to institutionalize order and change 
in international society.

Regional Organizations

POLITICAL SCIENCE 371A 
Nationalism, Origins, Operation, Significance 
Dr. E.M. Price 


An elective course for honours and majors students in Political 
Science and students in other disciplines who have fulfilled the 
prerequisite or have the permission of the instructor. 


Prerequisite: 
Political Science 300Z 


Objectives: 


The course aims to: provide an understanding of the foundations of 
nationalist ideology developed originally in the 19th century as a 

purely European phenomenon; analyze the various theories of nationalism 

in Europe, North America, and Third World countries; consider various 
nationalisms with regard to their modality of operation and their significance 
in relation to a society's capacity to evolve and confront the demands, both 
internal and external, of the contemporary environment. 


Teaching Methodology: 
Two lectures a week and one period a week for group projects and discussion. 


Evaluation: 


Project assignment for group discussion, term paper, and final examination. 
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POLITICAL SCIENCE 373B 
Nationalism: The Canadian Experience 
Dr. E.M. Price 


An elective course for honours and majors students in Political 
Science and students in other disciplines who have fulfilled the 
prerequisite or have the permission of the instructor, 


Prerequisite: 


Political Science 300Z, or Political Science 320Z, or Political 
Science 371A. 


Objective: 


The course aims to: provide an understanding of the origins and develop- 

ment of nationalism and regionalism in Canada, give the students an awareness 

of the interaction between French-Canadian and English-Canadian nationalist 
sentiments and the symbiotic relationship between them, and the evolving 

character of Canadian federalism; encourage the student to compare and contrast 

the similarities and divergencies of nationalist and regionalist sentiments in 
Canada with those of European and Third World countries with the intent of 
evaluating their significance vis-a-vis the capacity of Canadian society to confront 
the problems of change and modernization. 


Teaching Methodology: 
Two lectures a week and one period a week for group projects and discussioirs 
Evaluation: 


Project assignment for group discussion; term paper; and final examination. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 391A 
Ancient Greek Political Philosophy 
Prof. J. W. Moore 


An introduction to political thought through a study of the great classical 
and mediaeval Christian political philosophers. The course begins with 

the origins of politics and philosophy in ancient Greece. We will examine 

the two outstanding texts in Greek political thought, Plato's Republic and 
Aristotle's Politics, in lectures and in discussions, The political experience 
of ancient Rome is approached through a study of Cicero's On the Commonwealth 
(De Republica) and selected readings from Seneca and the Roman lawyers.

POLITICAL SCIENCE 393B 
Roman, Mediaeval and Renaissance Political Philosophy 
Prof. J. W. Moore 


A study of the political experience of the early Christians period and to 
St.Augustine's The City of God. We will review the political thought of 

feudal Europe, the great conflicts between the secular and ecclesiastical 
authorities, and various Christian political philosophers of the later Middle 
Ages. The most important text for this period will be the Selected Political 
Writings of St.Thomas Acquinas. Finally we will examine the politics of the 
Italian Renaissance giving special attention to the writings of Machiavelli and 
in.particular to The Prince.

POLITICAL SCIENCE 411A 
An Introduction to International Law I 
Dr. Henri Habib 


The meaning and significance of international law, its sources, subjects 

and its relationship with domestic law; States in general vis-a-vis Inter- 
national Law; the principles of recognition, types of recognition, state 
succession and state territory. The concept of sovereignty is examined in 

light of territorial, maritime and air sovereignty, particularly the more 

recent development of maritime laws, air laws, the International Civil Aviation 
Organization and related international conventions specifically with regard to 
hijacking; state boundaries, international rivers, the maritime belt, territorial 
waters, straits, bays, gulfs and inter-oceanic canals are discussed in relation 
to International Law; Rights and Duties of States, types of jurisdiction and 
exemptions on jurisdiction, state responsibilities, the relationship between the 
individual, the State and International Law are also examined.

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POLITICAL SCIENCE 413B 
An Introduction to International Law I1 
Dr. Henri Habib 


The study of Diplomacy as an instrument through which foreign policy is 
implemented in the international comnunity and related to International 

Law; the Evolution of Diplomacy throughout the ages with particular emphasis 
on the 1815 Congress of Vienna and the 1961 Vienna Convention; foundation of 
diplomatic immunities and privileges, diplomatic asylum; the 1963 Vienna 
Convention on Consular Relations; Diplomatic Language, diplomatic practices, 
qualifications of a diplomat; precedence; Approaches to Diplomacy; Public 

vs. Private Diplomacy; Democratic Diplomacy; Types of Diplomacy (British, 
French, German, U.S,, Soviet, etc.). Diplomacy and Ideology; Law and Practice 
as to Treaties, types of treaties; Concept of Ratification, Termination of 
treaties, etc...; Disputes between States, Amicable and Forcible Means of 
Settlement; War; Effects of the Outbreak of War on International Law; Laws of 
War; War crimes; the Nurenberg and Tokyo Trials; Rules of Land, Sea and Air 
Warfare; Termination of War; Neutrality and International Law.

POLITICAL SCIENCE 4202 
Political Parties, Pressure Groups and Public Opinion 
Prof. M. Danis 


This course will be divided into four sections. The first. section will 

deal with the electoral systems now in effect in the Western World, and how 
they compare with Canada's electoral system. The second section will be 

an analysis of political parties in Europe and North America. The functions, 
structures, organizations and systems ofparties will be analysed in class 
lectures and seminars. The third section will consist of an analysis of 
pressure groups with an emphasis on the U.S. The last section will consist 
of a study of public opinion polls and public opinion in the seventies, and 
the influence of TV and media on politics.

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POLITICAL SCIENCE 4247 
Introduction to Quebec Law 
Prof. M. Danis 


The course will provide an introduction to Canadian law, both criminal and 
civil. The first semester, dealing with Canadian criminal law, will investigate 
the court structures and procedures; rules of evidence; the Narcotics Control 
Act; arrest and bail; infractions against the person and property; and other 
infractions and laws. 


The second semester dealing with Quebec Civil Law, will examine the court 
structures and procedures involved in a civil case; separation and divorce; 
minority and majority; sale and lease; and other areas of special interest 
to students. 


The only texts required are the Canadian Criminal Code and the Quebec Civil 
Code. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 431A 
Statistics for Political Scientists 
Staff 


This course provides a framework of those statistics useful to political 
scientists: the theory of statistics, summarization of distributions, 

measures of association, categories of data, scaling statistical inference, , 
probability, problems of spurious correlation, and, introduction to computer 
techniques.

analysis of documents, J-curve analysis of political change, factor 
analysis of international affairs data, simulation and the problems of 
applying quantitative methods to human beings.

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POLITICAL SCIENCE 446Z 
Comparative Government 
Dr. Henri Habib 


A comparative study of the Governments of the United Kingdom, France and the 
Federal Republic of Germany. An equal amount of time will be spent on each 

one of the three countries. The United Kingdom is studied as a model of the 
Cabinet System, Attention will be given to the British political heritage, 

the Monarchy, Parliament, the two-party system and its impact on British society; 
the growing role of the State in nationalized industries, welfare and social 
services; and briefly the role of the Commonwealth. France is studied as a 
laboratory for political scientists, Special attention is given to the 4th and 
5th Republics, the political parties, the Gaullist impact in changing French 
institutions and the new relationship between the French executive (President) 
and legislative (National Assembly). The Federal Republic. of Germany is studied 
as an example of the growth of a new political tradition first started in the 
Weimar Republic and continued in the Bonn Republic in opposition to the totalitarian 
nature of the Nazi Third Reich and the pre World War I authoritarianism of the 
2nd Reich. A study of German political parties and recent election is given a 
special emphasis,

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POLITICAL SCIENCE 450Z 
African Government and Politics 
Dr. F. Stark 


The course deals with the government and politics of independent black African 
states, with reference to traditional political and social systems, colonialism, 
nationalism, and the problem of nation building. The course is problem - rather 
than country-oriented and uses examples and illustrations from a wide variety of 
African states. The most often quoted ones are: Ghana, Nigeria, Cameroon, Kenya, 
Tanzania, Ivory Coast, Senegal,Mali, Guinea and Congo (Kinshasa). For back- 
ground reading the following general books (all available in paperback should 
prove useful:

POLITICAL SCIENCE 455A 
The Middle East in World Politics 
Dr. H. Habib 


This course is. designed to give a student an understanding of the complex 
international problems of the Middle East. A brief period is spent on 

the historical, social and economic factors, and their impact on the political 
heritage of the area, The meaning of nationalism is examined specifically in 

the Arab and Zionist context. Considerable time will be spent on the Arab- 

Israeli conflict, the causes and events of the wars of 1948, 1956, 1967 and 

1973 would be analyzed as well as the more recent impact of the Palestinians in the 
conflict. The role of the major powers in the Middle East mainly the U.S.A. 

and the U.S.S.R,, and to some extent France, the U.K. and other powers, will be 
analyzed.

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POLITICAL SCIENCE 457B 
Mid-East Political Systems 
Dr. Henri Habib 


A comparative study of the Mid-Eastern governments and their political systems. 
Emphasis is placed on political regimes, structures of political institutions, 
organizations and political heritage. Three types of systems are covered (1) 
progressive socialist systems represented by Egypt, Libya, Syria and Iraq; 

(2) liberal parliamentary systems represented by Lebanon, Israel and Turkey; 

(3) traditional monarchical systems represented by the. Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, 
Jordan and the sheikdoms, emirates and sultanates of the Arabian Gulf e.g. Kuwait, 
the United Arab Emirates etc. Special attention will also be given to Yemen and 
South Yemen.

POLITICAL SCIENCE 480Z 
Politics of Developing Areas 
Dr. F. Stark 


An examination of the effects of social change on political institutions in 
developing areas. The course will deal with such questions as: How do actions 

of governments directly influence the process of modernization? How do patterns 

of governmental organization influence the speed and direction of change? What 
organs of government seem best able to deal with the increasingly numerous problems 
caused by social change. 


It is suggested that the final grade for this course is based on a spring 
examination plus a combination of a mid-term test or one or more term-papers. 
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POLITICAL SCIENCE 491A 
Early Modern Political Philosophy 
Prof. J. S. Moore 


The emergence of the modern age marks a turning point in political thought, 

In this course we will consider the impact on political philosophy of the 
Protestant Reformation, the modern state, the Catholic Reformation, the voyages 
of discovery, the scientific revolution and the rise of the bourgeoisie, This 
will require some study of the writings of Luther, Calvin, Bodin, Bellarmine, 
Suarez, Hobbes, the Levellers and Diggers, Harrington and Locke. 


For background reading the following can be recommended:

C.B. Macpherson, The Political theory of Possessive Individualism: from 
Hobbes to Locke. 


The basic texts for the course are writings by the authors mentioned above, 
some of which will be available in the bookstore, and all of them will be on 
reserve in the library. 


Term work will consist of either one long essay or three short essays, and 
a final examination. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 493B 
Late Modern Political Philosophy 
Prof. J. W. Moore 


In this course we will examine the political thought of the French Enlightenment 
and its eighteenth century critics: Montesquieu, Hume, Rousseau and Burke. 
Finally we will consider the political thought of the English Utilitarians: 
Bentham, James Mill and John Stuart Mill, the political philosophy of Hegel, 

and the political and social ideas of Karl Marx. 


For background reading the following can be recommended:

Ernst Cassirer, The Philosophy of the Enlightenment

Its purpose is to provide an opportunity for students to intensify 
their study beyond the areas of specialization already represented in the curriculum. 
The Advanced Topic will vary with the special interest of the instructor offering the 
course in any given year. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 5202 
Quebec Government and Politics 
Prof. M. Danis 


The first semester of this course will consist in a survey of Quebec politics 
from the days of Confederation up to the Quiet Revolution. An analysis of 
the governments of that period will be made with a strong emphasis on the 
period of Maurice Duplessis. The political thought of. the period will also 
be discussed with ermhasis on 1'Abbé Groulx and Henri Bourassa. 


The second semester will deal with a detailed analysis of the economic, 

social and political situation in Quebec from the years of the Quiet Revolution 
up to 1975, including the rise of the Parti Québecois and the Créditistes, 

and a review of the Bourassa administration.

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POLITICAL SCIENCE 5302 
Communications and Politics 


This course will deal with the subject of communications and politics. Some subjects 
covered will include communications and national unity, communications and social 
mobilization, politics and the mass media, the use of political symbols, communi- 
cation and authority, cybernetics and systems theory, and the "Canadian School" of 
culture and communications based on Harold Innis and developed by Marshall McLuhan. 
Communications theorists covered will include Karl Deutsch, Norbert Wiener, Murray 
Edelman, Colin Cherry, Hugh Danziel Duncan, David Easton, George Herbert Mead, Harold 
Innis and Marshall McLuhan. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 534Z 
Contemporary Political Analysis 


The course will deal with the question of the epistemological approach to 
Political Science. The main part of the course will consist of a survey of 
recent works in empirical political analysis including Deutsch, Easton, Almand, 
and Verba, Lijphart, Gurr, et.al. on contemporary topics of research. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 5402 
Methodology of Political Science

An analysis of the various methodologies in use in Political Science today -- 
with emphasis on the behavioural techniques. The Behaviouralist vs. 
Traditionalist debate will be explored. Designed for third year Honours 
students in Political Science.

POLITICAL SCIENCE 5422 
Seminar on Communism in East Asia 
Dr. Ki Oh 


An intensive analysis of communism as it relates to the development of 
political ideas, institutions, and domestic and foreign policies of East 
Asian countries. Some of the topics to be examined are: (1) ideological 
factors, (2) socio-political basis, (3) institutional organizations, (4) 
political leaderships, (5) tactics and strategies, and (6) communist movement 
of non-communist party-states. 
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POLITICAL SCIENCE 5442 
SEMINAR ON THE POLITICS OF EASTERN EUROPE 
Dr. L. Laszlo 


Lectures will begin with a short description of the area and population 

of Eastern Europe and a brief survey of the highlights of its past history. 
This will be followed by an examination of the political system and socio- 
economic profile of each of the eight states covered (Albania, Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia, East-Germany, Hungary, Poland, Rumania, Yugoslavia) during 
the inter-war period. Their fate during the Second World War will be 
discussed and the "techniques" of their take-over by the Communists will be 
shown, The process of "satellization" will be described, as well as the 
subsequent decompression, eruptions, and the results of the more recent poly- 
centric evolution, 

In the second half of the course the constitutional framework of the East 
European states will be studied; their governmental institutions; party or- 
ganization; economic structure. Various political, social, economic, etc., 
problems will be discussed, similarities and differences between the several 
states in the area will be pointed out. The position of each country within 
the Socialist Commonwealth will be examined, especially in the context of the 
Sino-Soviet dispute. Attention will be given to the Warsaw Pact and COMECON. 
Recent economic reforms in Eastern Europe will be studied. The various signs 
of "liberalization" in the intellectual and artistic life will also be reviewed. 
Discussion of recent events in Czechoslovakia and examination of the meaning 
and significance of the Brezhnev doctrine for Eastern Europe will conclude the 
course,

examination - 40%,

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POLITICAL SCIENCE 560Z 
Senior Seminar on Advanced Political Systems 
Dr. Henri Habib : 


A seminar on major political systems with special emphasis on Western Europe 
and/or the Middle East. The student will be able to select, in consultation 
with the professor, a subject of interest in relation with, but not necessarily 
limited to the following topies:- 


(1) Political institutions in the country of a student's selection; an attempt 
to locate power by studying the structure of government and other institutions 
e.g. the Army, the Trade Unions, the Family, Legal Institutions, the Church, 
Bureaucracy ,etc, 


(2) Political Parties or Political Organizations in countries that have no 
political parties, but instead political organizations (e.g.the Arab 
Socialist Union in Libya and Egypt) which embraces the whole population; 
Development of the party system or political organization, its relation 
to other institutions, the political process and the study of a specific 
national phenomena, 


(3) Decision-making in society as a distinct phenomena of patterns in political 
power; responsibilities and enforcement of command through elected assemblies, 
presidents, religious leaders or revolutionary command councils. 


(4) Political Power -- legitimate power and authority; interest groups and 
political power. 


(5) Political Culture and Cultural Variables -- bourgeoies, proletarian, religious, 
racial and sex variables in political patterns. 


(6) Ideology and the political system; values and beliefs; economics, 

(7) Change in society; political, social, economic,and technological changes in 
the political pattern and its impact on the political system; revolutionary 
and evolutionary changes. 

No specific text will be assigned; each student will have his or her own 


bibliography in accordance to the topic selected. One text is recommended for 


all students as a model, mainly Stanley Rothman's, European Society and Politics, 
1970, y 


Seminar will be held once a week for two and half hours during two semesters.

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POLITICAL SCIENCE 5902 

Seminar on Contemporary Political Thought: Perspectives on Politics. 
Honours Students only. 

Prof. J. Moore 


A study of various approaches to the understanding of politics employed over the 

past hundred years, through the presentation of reports to the seminar, and by 
preparation of a substantial paper. 

We will explore the meaning and contemporary significance of the various 

ideological understandings of politics that appeared in the nineteenth century: 
liberalism, conservation, socialism, nationalism, racism, imperialism and anarchies; 
and in this context we shall also consider some of the min variants of Marxism. 

This part of the course will consist of oral reports to the seminar based on selected 
readings related to one or another ideology. 

For the second part of the course each student will be expected to prepare an 

essay of approximately twenty to thirty pages in length, and hé will prepare a 

report on hid’ work for presentation to the seminar. Some latitude will exist in the 
selection of topics, but these papers should be related to the outstanding con~ 
temporary perspectives on politics that have appeared in this country. In 

particular we will expect to review the sociological perspective on politics 
especially the theory of the power elite and its application in modern societies. 

We will also examine the psychological perspectives on politics we should consider 
are the various legalistic understandings, and the perspectives derived from economic 
theory. All members of the seminar will be expected to become familiar with the 
institutionalist-behaviourist controversy in political science literature. The 
behavioural approach offers a variety of interesting perspectives on politics such 

as those drawn from the theory of games, systems, communications, socialization and 
assorted concepts of development. Any of these approaches or some combination thereof 
would provide an appropriate theme for the major paper. 

Finally we will review some of the leading philosophical perspectives on politics 

in this period: in particular the work of idealists, positivists and existentialists, 
Among contemporary political philosophers particular attention will be given to 
Strauss, Voegelin, Oakeshott, Marcuse and Arendt.
